Report  of  School  Committee. 


Fellow  Citizens  : — 

The  law  requiring  aimual  reports  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee has  lost  its  force,  in  so  far  as  our  remembrance  of  its 
enactment  is  concerned,  but  it  has  been  complied  with  until 
we  now  follow  it  more  as  a matter  of  custom  than  of  law. 

We  will  not  go  into  detail  of  the  several  Schools,  but  we 
believe  their  general  condition  is  quite  uj>  to  the  average. 
Thi-ee  vacancies  have  been  thrust  upon  ns,  but  the  young- 
ladies  whom  we  appointed  to  fill  them  have  proved  by  their 
work  that  our  selections,  for  the  most  part,  were  happy  ones. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  has  been  less  arduous  than  in 
some  years,  due,  in  part,  to  the  noticeable  absence  of  perplex- 
ities growing  out  of  complaints,  important  or  otherwise. 

The  fact  that  a large  majority  of  those  who  tried  for  the 
High  School  were  admitted,  does  greater  credit  to  the  work 
which  has  been  done  in  the  District  Schools,  than  the  per- 
formances at  a well  fixed  public  examination,  for  the  admis- 
sions of  the  present  year  were  based  purely  upon  actual 
qualification,  and  no  pupil  was  permitted  to  enter  who  did 
not  attain  to  the  required  average  per  cent,  of  correct  an- 
swers. 

The  four  volumes  comprising  The  People's  Encyclopedia, 
have  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the  reference  library  in 
the  High  School  room.  This  work  is  not  so  large  as  almost 


any  otlier  of  similar  character,  hut  it  seems  to  he  amply  com- 
prelieiisivc  for  Higli  School  reference,  and  is  written  up  more 
nearly  to  tlie  present  time  than  any  other.  Very  few  pupils 
own,  01*  have  access  to  these  hooks,  except  as  now  provided, 
and  such  reference  is  certainly  essential  for  every  day  use. 

It  is  admissahle  by  the  lailes  governing;  tlie  State  School 
Fund  that  a part  of  the  money  received  l)y  the  town  he  ex- 
pended for  books  of  reference,  and  we  deem  it  higldy  desir- 
able that  one  or  two  such  hooks  be  procured  each  year. 

We  venture  to  hope  tliat  the  school  appropriation  for  the 
coming  year  will  he  increased  to  an  amount  which  will  enable 
the  Committee  to  retain  a.  teacher  at  a salary  commensurate 
with  the  (juality  of  the  work  performed,  and  avoid  the  neces- 
sity of  resorting  to  subscription,  which  is,  perhaps,  all  right 
for  once,  hut  is  very  undemocratic  and  not  at  all  in  accord- 
ance with  the  system  of  free  schools  under  a republican  form 


of  government.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Flint  Library. 


Oil  account  of  work  being  done,  the  lilu-arv  was  necessa- 
rily closed  one  week  longer  than  usual,  consequently  we  have 
had  one  loss  library  day.  The  circulation,  seven  thousand 
three  liundred  and  ninety-three  (73b3  ),  is  above  the  average, 
and  near  to  that  of  the  previous  year.  We  have  added,  by 
purchase,  one  hundred  and  tlnrty-six  (136)  books,  and  six- 
teen liave  been  given,  wldcli  is  about  three  books  per  week, 
or  a new  book  every  otlier  working  day  of  tlie  year.  The 
State  lias  given  eleven  books  and  eight  pamphlets.  Mrs. 
Flint  gave  last  year  and  this  in  honor  of  her  husband's  name, 
the  ‘'Memorial  History  of  Boston,'*  in  four  volumes.  She 
has  also  given  this  year,  “The  History  of  Middlesex  County" 
in  theee  volumes.  These  histories  are  large  and  valuable 
books.  I'wo  books  of  Stanley's  travels  are  on  the  way,  and 
will  arrive  in  due  time.  By  the  liberality  of  Mrs.  Flint,  our 
library  room  has  been  much  improved  iii  appearance  ; she 
gave  the  forty  dollars  that  were  expended  in  tinting  the  walls 
brightening  the  wood,  and  for  a carpet  for  the  librarian.  We 
hope  the  town  will  appreciate  these  gifts,  and  not,  because  we 
have  them  so  frequently  from  the  same  source,  take  them  as 
a matter  of  course.  We  also  ask  the  town  to  appropriate 
from  the  dog  tax  enough  to  pay  the  running  expenses  of  the 
library.
